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(21,) north of range five, (5,) east of the fourth principai
meridian, in Portagre county, Wisconsin,

Sec. 2. The said ferry shall be subject to such regula-
tions as other ferrics arc or may be by law subject, and the
proprietor thereof shall be entitled to take and receive for
crossing over said river, on said terry, for any vehicle drawn
by two horses or one yoke of oxen, fifty cents; for one
horse and a wagon, thirty cents; for each additional
horsc or ox, fifteen cents; for man and horse, twenty-five
cents; for cattle or hurses in droves, five cents each ¢ Fro-
vided, hogs and sheep shall not be charged more than
three cents each; and for foot passengers, ten cents each.

See. 3. No ferry shall be granted or licensed within
onc mile of the place where the above provided ferry shall
be established.

See. 4. It shall be the duty of the said Robert Wake-
ley. his heirs or assigns, within one year, to provide a boat
at tire place ahove mentioned, sutticient to cross passengers
and teams, and within two years from the passage of this
act put in complete operation a gnod and commodious fer-
ry boat at said place, or torfeit all rights under this act.

Sec. 3. Any future legisiature may alter, smend or ro-
peal this act. :
